The list of floor actions is reproduced from information entered in a computer based 
bill status and history system, which is maintained by the Institute and the Legisla- 
tive Services Office with the cooperation of the Office of State Management Systems 
of the Department of Administration. The list of actions contains symbols to indi- 
cate the bills that have been ratified or have failed and to show the dates of any 
earlier amendments to a bill. 

The Institute of Government also publishes a Weekly Summary and weekly status 
reports for public and local bills.

SUMMARY OF REMARKS BY SPEAKER STEWART 


The House today elected Rep. Carl J. Stewart of Gaston County as Speaker 
of the House of Representatives. Upon taking office, Speaker Stewart addressed 
the House. 

He noted that 1978 was a year of national awakening. New reporting and 
disclosure laws and increasing complexity of government have made public service 
more difficult. He emphasized that "an aroused electorate, for whatever reason, 
is the best possible antidote to tyranny''. He encouraged the House to respond 
to the public's complaints about excessive growth and inefficiency in government. 
He reminded legislators that the public holds them strictly accountable for 
tax dollars, values competence above all other personal attributes, and cannot 
"share in the fruits of the great American dream'' without jobs and stable prices. 

He expressed his conviction that the work of this session can be com- 
pleted in four months and reminded the members that every day beyond that will 
cost taxpayers an additional $23,000. 

The Speaker noted the progress of the last two years - legislation 
focusing on education, industrial expansion, older citizens, reduction of the 
prison population, strengthening criminal laws, restraining utility rates, and 
environmental protection. He tas the House "not to withdraw from the people 
we serve but to reach out to them" 
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SUMMARY OF REMARKS OF LIEUTENANT GOVERNOR JAMES C. GREEN 


The Lieutenant Governor addressed the Senate in its opening session today. 
In his remarks, he stressed the need to eliminate waste and government spending 
while being sensitive to the needs of the downtrodden and underprivileged. He 
reminded the Senate that state government must live within its means, and at the 
same time it must continue to make the state's resources available for the maxi- 
mum good of the people. 

He also announced that, in the 1979 session, the same committee members 
who consider base budget requests (funds recommended for continuation of current 
level of state services) will also consider expansion budget requests (funds 
recommended for improvements in current level of state services). According to 
the Lieutenant Governor, the purpose of this change (accomplished by appointing 
three base budget committees with memberships identical to the three subject 
matter appropriations committees) is to eliminate duplication of effort by dual 
committees, to shorten the length of the session, and allow the staff to provide 
better coverage. 

He also announced that the appropriations committees would meet on 
Friday morning to allow the appropriations committee to finish its work earlier 

in the session.

Remarks of Governor James B. Hunt, Jr. 
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Governor James B. Hunt, Jr., delivered his State of the State Message 
tonight to the Senate and House of Representatives meeting in joint session. In 
that message the Governor made the following recommendations to tne legislature. 

Tax Relief. The income tax exemptions for dependents should be increase 
from $600 to $1,000. Citizens 55 or over who sell their home and realize a profit 
should have an income tax exemption for that profit, up to $100,000. If revenues 
exceed estimates for 1979-80, a portion of the unanticipated revenue should be 
rebated to the taxpayers; the amount could be as low as $10 per taxpayer or as 
high as $25 depending on the amount of unanticipated revenue. The two permanent 
tax relief measures would cost $40 million annually, and the tax rebate could cost 
$65 million if the maximum amount is rebated. 

Combating Inflation. The number of state employees should be increased 
by only 2.2% in 1979-80 and 0.9% in 1980-81. To help insure that regulatory 
boards protect the consumer, they should have a majority of members who have no 
ties to the industry being regulated, and the proposals of the Governmental Evaluatio 
Commission concerning regulatory Raptr should be given careful attention. In 
addition, some "effective action" must be taken to hold down increases in health 
care costs. The Governor noted that he supports a national constitutional convention 
to require a balanced budget, except in time of emergency. 

Salary Increase. The President's 7% guideline for wage increases 
should be followed in determining state employees' raises, with 2% going for 
merit steps and the remainder to be allocated either across-the-board or on a 
graduated basis. 

Human Resources. A Children and Family Policy Act (to coordinate 
efforts of existing agencies working to reduce infant mortality, to improve 
child care services and to improve basic skills achievement) and a Policy Act for 
the Aging should be passed. To help older citizens live at home, $12 million 
over the biennium should be appropriated for "chore services" and for health aides 
who visit them. In the area of infant and children's health care, the crippled 
children's program and the high risk infant identification and tracking program 
should be expanded, 15 new perinatal clinics should be established, and day care 
services should be provided by the state for 2,900 children in 1979-80 and 6,250 
in 1980-81. To assist children who are being raised on Aid to Families with 
Dependent Children, those payments should be raised by 5%, which would be the 
first increase since 1974. To meet federal requirements, the Medicaid program 
should be increased by slightly over $50 million over the biennium. Area mental 
health programs should be increased by $2.5 million in each year of the biennium. 

Education. The Primary Reading Program should be expanded to include 
half of the eligible students not presently enrolled. The exceptional children 
education program should be fully funded, and the remedial education programs for 
students failing the competency tests required for graduation should be expanded 
by $14.4 million. Other recommendations concerning the public schools include an 
expansion of the Community Schools Program, a reduction of contact hours for 
junior high teachers, increased pay for substitute teachers, and the establishment 
of a Principal's Institute to provide training for public school principals. In 
higher education, the community colleges should receive $6.3 million to begin 
implementation of a change in the funding formula for local institutions, the 
university system should receive $93 million in expansion funds for various 
capital projects, and program expansions, including continued development of a 
veterinary medicine school at N. C. State, and aid to private colleges should be 
increased by $75 per student in each year of the biennium. 
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Economic Growth. The Balanced Growth Policy Act should be passed, as 
should a statewide law encouraging local land use planning. The Governor noted 
that he intends to appoint a study commision to study future transportation needs 
for the state, including the question of how highway construction should be financed. 
To improve the state ports, $7.5 million should be appropriated to improve the 
Wilmington and Morehead City ports. To encourage the growth of the tourism industry, 
the state should spend an additional $800,000 in each year of the biennium in its 
tourism efforts, including the purchase of ads ‘in national publications. To 
encourage the development of the seafood industry, $1 million should be appropriated 
to develop the Wanchese Harbor Seafood Park, and to encourage western agricultural 
development, $600,000 should be spent to purchase land and construct facilities 
for the Western Farmers Market in Asheville. 

Equal Rights Amendment. The Governor repeated his previous position 
tnat North Carolina should ratify the Equal Rights Amendment.

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SUMMARY OF PROPOSED 1979-81 STATE BUDGET 


Introduction 


Bills containing the 1979-81 state budget proposals of the Governor and 
Advisory Budget Comm'n were introduced today. S 124/H 169 contain the proposed 
current operations appropriations for the biennium and S 125/H 170 contain the 
capital improvement proposals. The total proposed budget for 1979-80 is $4.9 
billion and for 1980-81 is $5.0 billion (compared to $4.4 billion in 1978-79 


and $1.7 billion in 1970-71). The sources of the money are as follows: 
(1) General Fund (income, sales, franchise, and other taxes plus federal revenue 
sharing funds and investment income) 57%; (2) Highway Fund (gas tax, motor 


vehicle and other highway-related fees) 10%; (3) federal funds (primarily in 
education, human resources, and transportation) 25%; and (4) special funds 
and agency receipts (university tuition fees, collections from state institutions 
for services, and other charges) 8%. 

State law requires that the state budget be balanced. To achieve that 
balance, estimated revenue over the biennium must be equal to or more than 
the appropriations for the biennium. In the General Fund, revenue in 1979-80 
is estimated to increase 9% over the previous year, and in 1980-81 an additional 
10.6% increase is expected. Highway Fund revenues are expected to increase by 
2.4% in 1979-80, with an additional 3.3% increase in 1980-81. These and other 
revenue estimates are based on certain economic assumptions; among the assumptions 
used to prepare the budget are the following: (1) a national inflation rate of . 
over 7% throughout the biennium; (2) a mild recession in the second and third 
quarters of 1979, followed by a resumption of economic expansion in 1980 and 1981; — 
(3) a federal income tax reduction of about $15.6 billion in 1979; (4) a national ~ 
unemployment level of 6.8% in 1979-80 and 6.3% in 1980-81, and state unemployment ~ 
levels of 5.8% and 5.3%; and (5) increases in real personal income (adjusted for ~ 
inflation) in North Carolina of 1.9% in 1979-80 and 4.4% in 1980-81. 


The General Fund 


Most state revenues and spending go through the General Fund; appropriations 
from the Fund go to almost all state activities (the major exception is for trans- 
portation programs). The chart below, prepared by the Division of State Budget 
and Management, shows proposed General Fund appropriations for the biennium by 
department.

The General Fund is expected to begin in 1979-80 fiscal year with 
a credit balance (money appropriated for 1978-79 but not spent, or money coming 
from unexpectedly high revenues) of $132.4 million. That balance, plus state 
revenues of $2.6 billion and $57.6 million in federal revenue sharing funds 
creates the $2.8 billion available for appropriation from the General Fund in 
1979-80. In 1980-81, the availability from the General Fund is expected to be 
$2.9 billion (the credit balance is expected to be only $176,000 and federal 
revenue sharing, which is expected to be discontinued in 1980, will provide 
$29.1 million). 

Most of this General Fund is appropriated to continue current levels of 
operations, to expand existing services, or to add new programs; all of those 
appropriations are recurring in nature. The remainder goes for capital improve- 
ment projects, which are non-recurring, one-time expenses. In 1979-80, $57.9 
million is proposed for capital improvements; and in 1980-81, the amount for 
capital projects is $80.6 million. 


Departmental Highlights. Listed below are selected summaries of 
expansion funds or capital project funds going to individual departments. 

The amount listed is the amount appropriated for expansion, not the total amount 
being spent on that activity; most amounts are rounded off. Not listed are ex- 
pansion funds to continue purchase of vehicles according to previous plans, 
expansion funds to offset inflation that are essentially appropriated to continue 
existing levels of services at previously authorized levels, or expansion funds 
for maintenance or to add personnel at newly completed facilities.

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Highway Fund 


Highway Fund revenues come from taxes and fees related to highways and 
transportation, the primary source being the gasoline tax. The Fund is also 
supported by substantial federal aid. Most expenditures from the Highway 
Fund are made by the Department of Transportation for construction and 
maintenance of highways, but some funds are transferred to other departments 
for expenditures related to the highways. For example, the Department of 
Crime Control and Public Safety receives Highway Fund appropriations to support 
the State Highway Patrol. Appropriations from the Highway Fund to departments 
other than the Department of Transportation are listed above in the section 
summarizing appropriations by department.

janitorial costs in Division of Motor Vehicles; (6) $87,000 in 79-80 and 
$227,000 in 80-81 to implement year-round staggered auto registration; 

(7) $158,000 in 79-80 and $187,000 in 80-81 to add internat'l registration 

and dealer-manufacturer unit in Charlotte; (8) $101,000 each year to raise 
branch agent fee from 40¢ to 42¢ per transaction; (9) $184,000 in 79-80 

and $268,000 in 80-81 to cover increased volume of branch agent transactions; 
(10) $71,000 in 79-80 and $444,000 in 80-81 for increases in license plate 

and sticker costs; (11) $23,000 in 79-80 to add 2 driver license examiners 

and $283,000 in 80-81 to add 21 examiners, hearing officers, training 

officers and clerk now supported by federal grant; (12) $72,000 each year 

for increased costs of license examiner office; (13) $60,000 in 79-80 for 
school bus driver training coordinator and 2 driver ed representatives, and 
$153,000 in 80-81 for 5 representatives (expiring federal grant); (14) $117,000 
each year for 5 tax auditors for Division of Motor Vehicles; (15) $244,000 in 
79-80 to replace roofs at DMV buildings in Raleigh, Fayetteville, Asheville, 
Salisbury, Greensboro and Greenville; (16) $225,000 in 79-80 and $1.5M in 

80-81 (plus $.5M from sale of land) for new Division of Highways maintenance 
building, equipment, shops and engineer's office in Charlotte; and (17) $708,000 
in 79-80 and $267,000 in 80-81 in reserve for Division of Highways improvement 
of equipment and maintenance facilities. 


Personnel, Salaries and Taxes 


Salary Increases: (1) Reserve of $94.3 million in eachtyear for) General 
Fund employees and $10.6 million each year for Highway Fund employees to be used 
to provide salary increases; that amount would provide an average of 7% increase 
for all funded state employees and public school teachers (and thus would comply 
with President Carter's guidelines on wage increases), but the budget makes no 
proposals for allocating the money. 

New Positions: The proposed budget calls for increases in the number 
of teachers and state employees by 3700 in 79-80 (for a total of $78,300) and 
1700 in 80-81 (for a total of $180,000). The 79-80 increase is a 2.2% increase 
over the previous year; the 80-81 increase is 0.9% over 79-80. Of the new | 
employees most are in public education, with the largest single group added for 
the primary reading program. 

Tax Changes and Rebates: (1) The budget contains a proposal to cut 
personal income taxes by $40 million each year (the Governor's legislative 
message on January 15 indicated the cut would come through increased personal 
exemptions and capital gain exemptions for sale of residences by the elderly) ; 
(2) the budget also contains a proposal to rebate surplus funds (defined 
as any funds in excess of $2.55, billion in General Fund tax revenue collections 
in 1979-80) for individuals paying individual income taxes in 1979; the 
rebate, if activated, would provide a minimum of $10 per taxpayer up to a 
maximum of $25 per taxpayer, with the figure to be determined by the amount 
of the surplus. A $10 rebate would cost $26 million and a $25 rebate would cost 
$65 million. 
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General and special provisions of the appropriations bills 


The appropriations bills contain the usual general provisions on trans- 
fers of funds, approval of capital project modifications, and related matters. 
Procedures included last session on budgeting of federal funds are continued, 
with provisions that all nonstate aid received by state institutions and agencies 
is to be deposited with the State Treasurer unless otherwise exempted, and that 
funds appropriated to the Dep't of Administration as a reserve for matching 
federal grants are to be allocated as approved by the Governor and Advisory 
Budget Comm'n. The special provisions of the appropriations acts for the various 
departments generally are the same as those enacted in 1977 and 1978; a brief 
review of those provisions and the 1979 modifications follows: 


State board and commissions: GS 138-5 is amended to provide that no per 
diem is to be paid to board and comm'n members whose salary is paid wholly or 
partly from state funds. 


Human Resources: (1) Medicaid provisions remain the same except that 
the payment basis for hearing aids is raised from 80% to actual cost; provisions 
on payment for rural health clinics are added (reasonable cost if provider based, 
otherwise single cost reimbursement rate per clinic visit); $2 co-payment is 
added for nonhospital dialysis facility use by medically needy; co-payment for 
inpatient hospital services is limited to first 30 days of each stay; and 
eligibility standards are raised $100 - $600 for each category of AFDC 
and medically needy but are left the same for aged, blind and disabled; 

(2) eligibility standards for nonmedicaid medical services remain the same; 
(3) new GS 143-31.3 is added requiring nonstate health and welfare agencies 
to submit requests for grants through Sec'y of Human Resources and to provide 
post audit by CPA if requested (similar to 1977 special provision); (4) pro- 
visions remain the same on community mental health funds being available for 
all programs, direct care positions not being reclassified, rules being 
established for local human resources agencies, and state and county shares of 
aged and family care; (5) an apparently new provision states that funds for 
high risk infant identification and tracking program are to be allocated so 
that counties already spending money for this program will receive equitable 
allocation. 


Public Instruction: (1) provisions are unchanged on nonreversion of 
textbook funds; allocation of funds for teachers in psychological and guidance 
counseling, health and social services, etc; advances to Special Fund for Driver 
Training and Education; and no funding for librarians; (2) a provision is added 
that state appropriation is intended to meet whole cost of administering text- 
book system; (3) funds for day care and residential programs for students 
aged 5-17 are to be allocated on head count basis to local agency, to be used 
exclusively for students whose needs can best be met through such programs; 

(4) certified. substitute teachers pay is to be raised from $20-$30; noncertified 
substitutes are to be used only in hardship situation, are to be paid $20, and 
are to be approved by principals; and (5) State Board is to adopt uniform policy 
on approved paid absences by teachers, including a limit on such days.

Community Colleges: (1) provisions remain unchanged on 1/22 teacher- 
student ratio, reversion of book and equipment funds, ban on.use of funds for

athletic improvements at NC State; (4) $1.6M in 80-81 for equipment update 
at School of Textiles at NC State is conditioned on equal match by textile 
industry (in cash or equipment) on or after Jan. 1, 1978. 





Cultural Resources: $62,500 grant to Flat Rock Playhouse is con- 
ditioned on equal amount being raised locally after July 1, 1979.

SUMMARY OF GOVERNOR'S SPECIAL MESSAGE ON CRIME 


Governor James B. Hunt presented his special message on crime to the ' 
General Assembly this evening. The basic program he proposed was based on two 


studies, The Crime Control Agenda prepared by former Secretary of Crime Control 
and Public Safety Phil Carlton and a report of the Juvenile Code Revision Committee. 


‘ 
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The Governor made proposals to deal with family violence: a new crime of 
trespass that will protect the abused spouse from violence in the home, authority 
for magistrates to hold violent spouses longer than present bail laws permit, 
strengthening enforcement of contempt of court violations, creation of victim 
advocate programs to assist victims of family violence, and establishment of a 
Task Force on Family Violence to study further action and to report to the 1981 
General Assembly. 


The Governor expressed support for various proposals of the Juvenile Code 
Revision Committee: allow fingerprinting and photographing of serious juvenile 
offenders, more effective juvenile record-keeping system, stiffer sentences for the 
most serious juvenile offenders, special rehabilitation programs for status of- 
fenders who have committed offenses such as truancy and running away, consolidation 
of juvenile justice efforts into a single government agency (although the Committee 
recommended that the agency be within the judicial department, the Governor reported 
that the Supreme Court has recommended that it be in the executive department and 
therefore he has asked the Committee to study this matter further).

The Governor supported legislation to establish a presumed sentence for 
different categories of crimes, and a judge could increase or decrease the sentence 
only for reasons such as age, prior record, etc., which reasons must be set out in 
writing. He explained that the legislation would effectively abolish the parole 
system for felonies; instead each inmate would get one day off his sentence for 
each day of good behavior. 


The Governor also endorsed merit selection of judges, urged serious consid- 
eration of the Attorney General's proposal to compensate innocent victims of violent 
crime with public funds as money becomes available, stressed the need to deal with 
the potential involvement of organized crime in the state (establish Organized Crime 
Committee in the Governor's Crime Commission, strengthen gambling laws, mandatory 
jail term for second conviction of prostitution), and urged mandatory jail terms 
for second and subsequent drunk driving offenses and a mandatory rehabilitation 
course for first offenders. 


The Governor favored an increase in the minimum salary for law enforcement 
officers from $7,600 to $8,400 a year (if funds are available), liability insurance 
protection for law enforcement officers, establishment of trial court administra- 
tors in ten judicial districts to help manage the court calendar, a career assistant 
district attorney pay plan to encourage them to make public service their career. 
Other changes he proposed included: stiffer sentences for shoplifting, a minimum 
two-year sentence for second breaking and entering conviction, and making the crime 
of burglary applicable to the daytime as well as the nighttime. He proposed the re- 
establishment of the North Carolina Courts Commission to monitor the operation of our 
courts and to propose changes as needed. Some of its first duties should be study- 
ing the removal of traffic cases from the courts, ways to reduce court backlog, and 
eliminating the grand jury indictment. He also proposed immediate legislation to 
reduce court backlog by giving District Court jurisdiction in all non-jury matters 
including post-conviction hearings, probation and parole revocations, and accepting 
guilty pleas for felonies when the maximum punishment does not exceed ten years.

'8, GS Ch. 163, relating to voter challenges. Challenges other than on primary 
or election day may be made at any time except within 25 days before primary, 
general or special election. Challenge must be made under oath and signed by 
challenger on forms prescribed by State Board of Elections. Adds new GS 163-85(c) 
_to specify reasons why person not eligible to vote: person not resident of state, 
county, or precinct, not 18 years old, ineligible because of felony conviction, 
incompetent, convicted public official, not US citizen. County board of elections 
to hold preliminary hearing on challenge, at which challenger has burden of proof 
to show probable cause, before scheduling full hearing. Provides that letter or 
postcard mailed to address listed on registration card and returned because person 
not living at address is prima facie evidence that person no longer resides in 
precinct. If county board cannot hold all challenge hearings before election because 
of number of challenges, may authorize registrar or election judge power to hold 
hearing and decide challenge as if under procedure for challenge on primary or 
election day (new GS 163-87). Requires notice to challenged voter at least 10 days 
before hearing, with copy to chairmen of political parties. Allows county board 
to disqualify voter if voter refuses to take specified voter's oath or if finds 
that voter not legal voter (now, requires that board find challenged registrant is legal 
voter). Adds grounds for challenge on primary or election day that person is not 
the voter or that person has already voted, and requires that such challenge be 
'under oath. Provides that challenge at polls to be dismissed if challenger not 
present or if presents no evidence. Requires registrar to keep record of hearing 
on challenge at poll. If challenge upheld, challenged voter may request ''challenged 
ballot" from registrar, and details procedure for casting challenged ballot. Such 
ballots to be preserved six months. If election contested, court may order county 
board to review registrar's decision and memorandum and rule as to which ballots 
must be counted. Sets forth procedures for challenging absentee ballot. 

New GS 163-90.1 provides that challenges not be made indiscriminately and 
only if challenger knows, suspects or reasonably believes person not qualified and 
entitled to vote; challenge must be substantiated by affirmative proof, otherwise 
presumption that voter properly registered or affiliated. If county board sustains 
challenge under new GS 163-85(c), must cancel voter registration of voter and remove 
voter's card from book. If challenge heard under GS 163-88 or -89 and sustained 
under GS 163-87(b) (party primary), voter's party affiliation to be changed to 
"unaffiliated". County board may review decisions of registrar to overrule challenge; 
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decision of county board may be reviewed by any interested party as provided Benya ape 
Art. 4, Ch. 150A. Makes false affidavit punishable as perjury. Challenges made 4

"To revise and consolidate the laws of North Carolina relating to the 
conservation of wildlife resources." Rewrites Subch. IV of GS Ch. 113, containing 
fish laws and the jurisdictional breakdown between Dep't of Natural Resources and 
Community Development (hereafter, Dep't) and the Wildlife Resources Comm'n (hereatter, 


_ WRC), to include provisions now in Subch. IIA (license agents) and Subch. III (game 
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laws). Makes technical and clarifying changes in marine fisheries laws administered 
by Dep't and various laws administered by WRC. Major provisions of act are as 
follows, with GS references to proposed new or amended provisions: 

(1) Redefines game animals and fur—bearing animals to make bobcat (now, wildcat), 
opossum, and raccoon either game or fur-bearing animals depending on how taken and 
to add nutria to list of fur-bearing animals. Authorizes WRC to add to the list of 
game and fur-bearing animals as needed--except for the fox.

(6) Adds provision to repeal all local fox laws. Repeals other local acts 
regulating conservation of wildlife resources except: (a) those dealing with Game 
Comm'n of Currituck County and Dare County Game and Wildlife Comm'n; (b) local acts 
where strong local interest in retention and specifically in text of codification; 

(c) local bear laws, retained until July 1, 1981, and afterward until superseded

(7) Codifies preemptive impact of wildlife laws on city and county ordinances, 
but specifies subjects, including provisions on bird sanctuaries, abuse of animals, and 
regulation of dangerous or offensive animals, over which localities retain control. 
GS 113-133.1(c); 160A-188. 

(8) Transfers basic game-law punishment ($10-$50 fine/maximum 30 days) to Sub- 
chapter IV (now, unaggravated fish-law offenses under subchapter punishable by 
maximum $50 fine), and sets punishment for second or subsequent offenses within three 
years at $50-$200 fine/maximum 90 days or both (now, no such general provision in 
Subchapter IV, game-law multiple-offense provision not limited to three years, and 
at $35-$200 fine/maximum six months or both). GS 113-135. 

(9) Clarifies enforcement authority of marine fisheries inspectors and wildlife 
protectors, with major changes being (a) specification of authority over offenses 
involving property of or occurring on land owned, leased, controlled, or managed by 
agency and (b) requirement that boating safety or other equipment required to be 
carried must be exhibited to officer. GS 113-136. 
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(10) Amends punishment for taking fish or wildlife (now, fish) with poisons, 
drugs, explosives, or electricity to add imprisonment as alternative.

(13) Adds provision authorizing MFC and WRC to make regulations concerning 
replacement costs of fish and wildlife, with such regulations to have prima facie 
effect in civil and criminal cases. Adds provision allowing judge in criminal 
case to suspend sentence on provision that replacement costs of fish and wildlife 
be paid to respective agency except in cases covered by existing fish-kill law 
(civil suits to be brought by Environmental Management Comm'n under the fish-kill 
law--though the new prima facie provision will apply). GS 15A-1343(b) (16b); 113-267. 

(14) Sets out comprehensive scheme for license agents of WRC and exempts admin-— 
istration of license agents, revocation of agency, etc., from provisions of Adminis— 
trative Procedure Act. Agents selling licenses to receive specified fees, and 
increases the fee to $1 for more expensive licenses. GS 113-270.1. 

(15) Revises hunting license provisions. to delete nonresident landowner county 
hunting license and to broaden landowner exemption to cover nonresidents (now, 
nonresident must own 100 acres or more to hunt and trap on own land without license). 
Includes nonresidents in exemption to hunt and trap on land leased for agricultural 
purposes. Omits trapping privileges from lifetime combination license sold to 
disabled war veterans. GS 113-270.2 and -276(c). : 

(16) Adds provision authorizing WRC to issue a $100 falconry license if 
decides to permit this form of hunting. GS 113-270.3(b) (5). 

(17) Adds statutory provision on licensing of special devices for taking 
nongame fish in inland fishing waters (now, such devices are licensed in WRC 
reguiations). GS 113-272.2. 

(18) Expands existing collection and possession permit (applicable to wild 
animals, birds, and nests and eggs) to collection license to take wildlife resources—- 
allowing incidental possession and transportation necessary to taking, but providing 
for free permits for long-term possession. Raises price to $5 per year (now, $2). 
Spells out procedure for use of unlicensed assistants in legitimate takings. 

GS 113-272.4. 

(19) Adds captivity license ($5 per year) to be issued to person lawfully 
keeping any wild animal or bird in captivity on long-term basis. A captivity permit, 
issued free, applies to keeping fish in captivity and short-term periods of holding 
birds and animals. GS 113-272.5 and -274(c) (1b). 

(20) Authorizes WRC to implement tagging systems to control species of wildlife 
possessed either by dealers or by sportsmen in field, and to charge reasonable fee 
for each tag furnished by the WRC.

These and other game 
law provisions may be modified by regulation in accordance with specified standards.

Authorizes Board to promulgate safety standards, rules and regulation 
which conform insofar as practicable to those promulgated under federal acts (federa 
hazardous substances and poison prevention packaging acts). Empowers Board~—to adop 
child-protecting packaging standards for hazardous substances, pesticides, food, 
drugs, cosmetics, and fuel substances stored in portable containers, Allows Board 
to ban manufacture, distribution or sale of inherently hazardous substances (those 
substances that must be kept out of state commerce to protect public) within the 
state.

"To enact the North Carolina Drinking Water Act." Adds new Art. 13D 
to GS Ch. 130 entitled "NC Drinking Water Act." States purpose of act to regulate 
water systems within state that supply drinking water to public if water may affect 
public health. Provisions of Art. apply to each NC public water system (defined 
as system for provision to public of piped water for human consumption if system 
serves 15 or more service connections or which regularly serves 25 or more persons) 
unless public system meets all of following conditions: (1) consists only of 
distribution and storage facilities with no collection and treatment facilities, 
(2) obtains all water from, but not owned or operated by, public water system 
to which regulations apply, (3) does not sell water to any person, and (4) not 
a carrier which conveys passengers in interstate commerce. Requires Comm'n for 
Health Services (Comm'n) to promulgate and Sec'y of Human Resources (Sec'y) to 
enforce drinking water regulations for public systems; requires regulations ; 
specify contaminants with adverse health effect, specify maximum contaiminagnt levels 
and treatment techniques, and establish criteria and procedures to assure drinking 
water supply which complies with maximum contaminant levels. Requires drinking 
water regulations be no less stringent than most recent federal EPA regulations. 
Requires all persons and local gov'ts constructing or altering public water 
system give prior notice and submit plans and other information to Dep't; before 
construction or alteration can begin (1) plans must have been prepared by engineer 
licensed by NC, (2) Dep't must have determined (a) system will comply with regulations, 
(b) capable of interconnection with expanding local or regional system, (c) adequate 
arrangements made for continued operation, service and maintenance of system and 
(3) Dep't must have approved plan. Authorizes Dep't to require disinfection by 
public water systems under criteria set forth in bill. Allows local gov'ts and 
water companies operating under franchise to acquire necessary land by condemnation. 
Requires Comm'n to promulgate regulations governing sanitation of watersheds from 
which public drinking water supplies obtained covering matters specified in bill. 
Allows Sec'y to authorize variances from regulations when public water system 
unable to comply with a maximum contaminant level or when proposed treatment un- 
necessary to protect public health under factors set forth in Art; allows Sec'y 
to authorize exemptions from regulations under criteria set forth in act. Requires 
Sec'y to require as condition of issuing either a variance or exemption compliance 
with a schedule of implementation specified in bill. Allows Sec'y to declare 
imminent hazard when he finds present or potential condition posing serious, 
immediate risk to public health; in such circumstances, allows Sec'y without notice 
or hearing to issue order requiring immediate action to protect public health; 
order to remain in effect until modified or rescinded by Sec'y or court. Requires 
Sec'y to promulgate emergency plan to provide drinking water whenever available 
supply of drinking water inadequate. Requires supplier of drinking water to 
notify Dep't and public no later than 48 hours after discovery when public water 
system not in compliance with drinking water regulations, fails to perform required 
testing, subject to variance regarding inability to meet maximum contaminant level, 
subject to exemption, or fails to comply with requirements prescribed by variance 
or exemption. Prohibits (1) failure by supplier to comply with Art., (2) failure 
to comply with notice of noncompliance, (3) refusal to allow authorized inspection 
of system, (4) defiling by any person of any public water supply, (5) discharge 
by any person of unpurified sewage or other waste above intake of public water 
system, and (6) failure by any person to maintain approved sewer system on water-— 
shed of any public water system. Dep't authorized to impose administrative, civil 
penalty for each day of violation of notice provisions not. to exceed $1,000 per day. 
Provides for contesting penalty under Administrative Procedure Act standards and 
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allows Sec'y to sue in Wake County Superior Court to recover amount of unpaid 
administrative penalty, and allows Sec'y to institute civil action for injunction 
against violations. Powers of Sec'y include administering and enforcing provisions 
of Art., entering into agreements with other states and federal agencies, requiring 
public water systems to take actions necessary to comply with Art., and establishing 
fees to cover costs of lab analysis. Rewrites Art. 6, GS Ch. 130 to rename State 
Laboratory of Public Hygiene as State Laboratory of Public Health, authorize Dep't 
to make such lab examinations as public health may require and authorize Sec'y to 
establish fees to recover cost of lab analysis. Amends GS 130-205 to give Sec'y 
or local health director option to institute action in Wake County Superior Court 
(now, only in county where violation occurred)for injunctive relief against 
violation of Ch. 130 (public health).

Provides for Comm'n powers: (1) establish principal office 
and other necessary offices and employ director and other necessary personnel; (2) adc 
rules implementing Act including rules for allowance of attorney's fees and discovery 
proceedings; (3) hear claims for compensation; reopen claims without regard to statute 
of limitations; (4) request claim-related data from prosecuting attorneys, law enforce 
ment officers, and state agencies; (5) subpoena witnesses, administer oaths, conduct — 
hearings; (6) make decisions, rules and policy statements available to public except { 
for confidential medical records; (7) publicize availability of compensation. Pro- © 
hibits Comm'n from awarding compensation (1) unless claim filed within one year after 
injury or death, (2) if claimant is offender or accomplice of offender or if award 
would unjustly benefit offender or accomplice, (3) unless criminally injurious conduct 
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causing injury reported to law enforcement officer within 72 hours or Comm'n finds 
good cause for failure to report, (4) if economic loss less than $100. Allows Comm'n 
to deny, reconsider or reduce award if claimant has not fully cooperated with law 
penforcement agencies or if economic loss recouped from other sources or if contribu- 
f tory misconduct by claimant or victim through whom he claims. Limits compensation to 
victim and other claimants to $10,000 per criminal act, and compensation for work 
loss may not exceed $200 per week. Requires Comm'n to send copy of application to 
Att'y General who may present evidence in opposition to or support of award. If 
‘case contested, all interested parties must be notified and given opportunity to be 
heard at hearing, record of hearing must be made, and Comm'n's determination must be 
‘made in writing. Abolishes all evidentiary privileges (except attorney-client) on 
‘issue or physical, mental or emotional condition of claimant or victim. Allows 
Comm'n to order autopsy of deceased or to order victim or claimant to submit to 
mental or physical examination; if person refuses to submit, Comm'n may deny award 
‘but person may not be held in contempt. Award not conditional upon criminal being 
‘apprehended, prosecuted, or convicted. Requires Comm'n to award attorney's fees to 
attorney representing nonfrivolous claim by claimant; fees to be paid by state 
(whether or not compensation awarded). If compensation awarded, State is subrogated 
‘to all claimant's rights to recover economic loss to extent of award. Comm'n may 
make tentative award if claimant will suffer financial hardship and final award likely

Replaces present rape statutes 
With new first and second degree rape offenses and new first, second, third, and 
fourth degree sexual offenses. First degree rape is forcible sexual intercourse 
involving use of deadly weapon, infliction of serious injury, threatened serious 
“injury, or participation by one or more persons. Second degree rape is other 
_forcible intercourse, intercourse with incapacited person, or intercourse with 
person under 12 and at least four years younger than defendant. First degree 
punishable by 30 years to life and second degree by 15-30 years. First and second 
degree sexual offense follows same scheme for other forms of sexual penetration 
(cunnilingus, fellatio, anal intercourse, etc.), with first degree punishable by 
30 years to life and second degree by up to 20 years. Third degree sexual offense 
punishes ''sexual contact" (includes touching of anal or genital areas for sexual 
arousal or penetration by part of person's body other than sexual organ into genital 
or anal openings) by force and using deadly weapon, inflicting or threatening serious 
injury, involving two or more people, or with person under 14 and 4 years younger 
than defendant. Fourth degree sexual offense is other forcible sexual contact, 
Other sexual acts (including consensual acts) with person 12-15 and 4 years younger 
than defendant. Third degree is felony punishable by up to 10 years and fourth 
degree is misdemeanor punishable by maximum two years and/or $1,000 fine. Removes 
Case law presumption of incapacity for person under 14 and provides for liability 
‘for spouse for sexual offense when couple lives separate and apart under decree 
of divorce from bed and board. Adds new GS 14-27.4 to make attempt to commit any 
erence under act punishable as substantive offense except fourth degree sexual 
offense (misdemeanor punishable by maximum one year imprisonment, $1,000 fine or 
both).

Introducer: McMillan Sent to Judiciary 1 


"To improve the laws relating to the collection of money judgments 
and to exemptions." Repeals provisions of Ch. 1 of the General Statutes dealing 
with collection of money judgments and creates new GS Ch. 1C to cover both pre- 
judgment and postjudgment methods of collecting money judgments. Generally, 
makes all collection of money judgments supervised by district court judges; 
creditor seeks order from district court judge specifying which remedies to be 
used to collect specific judgment; allows additional methods of acquiring liens 
on property of judgment debtors; allows judgment to be paid in installments; 
allows wage garnishment up to federal limits (25% of disposable earnings); allows 
expanded discovery of assets. Expands homestead and personal property exemptions, 
allows judgment debtor to seek protective order to prevent harassment; repeals 
body execution and arrest and bail provisions which allow debtor to be arrested 
and jailed for fraudulent failure to pay. Allows tenancy by entirety property 
except home to be reached to pay debts of one spouse. 

Prejudgment Relief. Allows prejudgment relief in any case in which 
(1) action has been filed in NC seeking money damages, alimony, alimony pendente 
lite, or child support; (2) claimant is more likely than not to win his case; and 
(3) there are reasonable grounds to believe that if prejudgment relief not granted 
claimant will suffer delay or loss in collection of judgment. Lists factors to be 
considered in determining whether delay or loss will result-- insolvency of debtor, 
concealment, removal, destruction, or fraudulent conveyance of assets, and difficulty 
of serving process on defendant because he is concealing himself or is nonresident. 
(Essentially same grounds as found in present attachment procedure.) 

Possible prejudgment remedies include orders creating lien on specific 
real or personal property; enjoining debtor to secure certain property or litigate 
claims; creating a limited receivership to safeguard assets; creating general 
receivership; ordering third party who has possession of debtor's property to 
retain possession of property or debt owing to defendant to not pay it. Allows 
prejudgment discovery of defendant's assets, outside of scope of rules of discovery, 
with court's permission and when otherwise qualify for prejudgment relief. Court 
to grant discovery upon showing need. Allows defendant to cut off prejudgment 

_ discovery by posting bond sufficient to pay claim if he is held liable. 

Judgments. Defines judgment; states what contents should include; 
specifies how entered and docketed. Authorizes judgment (except small claims 
judgment) to state how to be collected and what remedies available. Allows 
judgment to provide for installment payments. Provides that judgment to be 
enforceable for 15 years from date entered (now, judgment enforceable for 10 
years and may be extended another 10 years). Provides that.judgment of US 
district court in NC docketed and enforced like NC judgment. Enacts Uniform 
Enforcement of Foreign Judgments Act which allows person who received judgment 
in US court or any other state court that is entitled to full faith and credit 
to docket judgment in NC and enforce as if NC judgment. Allows person option of 
bringing action to enforce judgment (now, out-of-state judgment may be collected 
only by filing separate action in NC). Enacts Uniform Foreign Money Judgments 
Recognition Act to govern judgments by country other than US; applies to judgments 
for money except for taxes, fine or penalty or judgment for alimony or child support; 
basically act allows judgment of foreign country to be docketed and collected like 
NC judgment if certain due process and fairness standards met by foreign country. 


Court Officials Authorized to Act Under Chapter. Grants clerks authority, 


with regard to prejudgment remedies, to.create lien; to order debtor and third 
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parties in possession of debtor's property to protect property; and to grant pro- 
tective orders. With regard to postjudgment relief, clerks to order installment 
payments, but only on judgment rendered by clerk. Allows district court judge to 
grant any pre- or postjudgment relief in any case in court, either district or 
superior division. (As a general matter district court judge will be court official 
who supervises collection of judgments.) Allows superior court judge to grant pre- 
judgment relief in any. case and postjudgment relief with regard to superior court 
judgment. Superior court judge to review orders of clerks and district court judges. 
Postjudgment Remedies. (1) Discovery of Assets -- allows discovery of 
assets of judgment debtor, in manner provided by Rules of Civil Procedure, without 
court approval; authorizes court to grant protective order limiting scope (now, 
statute allows supplemental proceedings before clerk when property can't be found 
on which to execute). (2) Lien -- provides that judgment is lien on property of 
debtor from entry. Provides lien on real property perfected when judgment docketed 
in county in which property located (now, same). Allows perfection of lien on 
personal property by seizure or by using UCC filing procedures (now, only by seizure): 
Requires order of seizure to list specific personal property to be seized except 
allows order to provide for seizure of nonexempt property generally only when debtor 
hasn't responded to discovery oris guilty of fraud. Order also to indicate how 
to be seized, held, and safeguarded. (Now, writ of execution orders sheriff to 
seize nonexempt property generally, and sheriff determines what is to be seized, 
and how it is to be held and safeguarded.) Adds GS 162-14 authorizing a sheriff 
to use reasonable force in carrying out duties under Ch. 1C and to break into 
dwellings and other buildings if peaceable entry has been attempted and cannot be 
reasonably attained (now, not authorized to break and enter dwelling to collect 
judgment). Provides that Judicial Sales procedures of GS Ch. 1, Art. 29A to be 
used to sell property to collect judgment (now, Execution Sales procedures of GS 
Ch. 1, Art. 29B used). (3) Fraudulent Conveyances -- enacts new fraudulent con- 
veyances provisions repealing current GS 39, Art. 3. Authorizes judge to set 
aside transfers of property made by debtor with intent to hinder, delay, or 
defraud creditors. (4) Remedies Against Third Parties -- authorizes court to 
order seizure of debtor's property in hands of third party; to order perfection 
of lien under UCC. When debtor has claim against third party for money or property, 
other than for personal injury, wrongful death or defamation, allows court to 
_ order third party to pay judgment creditor or court. Authorizes court to allow 
judgment creditor to litigate debtor's claim if appears debtor won't litigate and 
creditor will suffer loss if not litigated. (5) Consolidation of Proceedings -- 
allows judge to consolidate proceedings for collection of separate money judgments 
and to set priorities and allocate costs, to marshall assets, and to refer the 
proceedings. (6) Wage Garnishment -- allows court supervised garnishment of wages 
in excess of $1000 per month; percentage of wages allowed to be garnished tied to 
federal law which at-present time is lesser of 25% of disposable earnings or amount 
by which disposable earnings exceed thirty times minimum wage. Authorizes judge 
to lower the percentage subject to garnishment when necessary to provide for debtor's 
health, care and protection. Permits only one garnishment proceeding with employer 
being ordered to pay amount to designated receiver, and receiver to allocate to 
creditors. Creditors in original garnishment proceeding share pro rata; creditors 
added after to be paid only after original creditors paid and to be paid in order 
in which claim asserted. (7) Limited Receivership -- allows appointment of limited 
receiver when seizure of assets, collection of debts, or management of business 
is necessary and when necessary to prevent or diminish loss of assets or protect 
assets. Limited receiver is ancillary to other pending proceedings and may not be 
appointed for general dissolution and distribution of assets. Requires order 
appointing limited receivers to specify scope and purpose, and powers of receiver 
and property over which powers to be exercised. (8) General Receivership--allows 
appointment of general receiver for general dissolution and distribution of assets 
of person when court finds that person unable to pay debts and continue with affairs 


and creditors interest will be adversely affected if receiver not appointed. Allows 
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; 
appointment of receiver for business if corporation has suspended operations or 
forfeited right to do business in NC, is not in position to resume operations, and 
interests of creditors or shareholders will be hurt if no receiver appointed. 

Exemptions and Tenancy By Entirety. Allows debtor to claim as exempt 
from sale for debts his principal dwelling, whether real or personal property; 
the tract of land on which it is located not to exceed one acre; and reasonable 
access to it. If tract on which dwelling sits is more than one acre, authorizes 
court, by order, to sever and divide property. (Now, debtor entitled to have 
laid off a portion of his home that is worth $1000 to be free from sale under 
execution; the remainder of the house and land are subject to sale for the 
payment of debts.) Amends GS 41-2.3 to provide that interest of real property 
held as tenancy by entirety is subject to claims of creditor of either husband 
and wife and treated like joint tenancy. (Now, property held as tenancy by 
entirety is subject only to joint debts of husband and wife.) Effect of change 
in homestead exemption and tenancy by entirety status is to make principal dwelling 
free from debts of either or both husband and wife and other real property owned 
by husband and wife subject to debts of either or both. Allows personal property 
exemption of $1000 for judgment debtor and an additional $500 for each person 
dependent on him. States that value of property for exemption purposes is value 
of equity in property. (Now, judgment debtor has $500 personal property exemption 
and value determined as fair market value without consideration of any liens on 
it.) If debtor doesn't own home, allows reasonable amount of rent money to be 
exempt from judgment. Also exempts from sale for debts, health aids necessary 
to debtor and burial plot for debtor and family. 

Protective Orders and Liability for Misuse of Procedures. Makes person 
who uses law for purposes other than intended or makes false statement to secure 
remedies or conceals assets to defeat remedies provided liable to injured party 
for damages, and allows punitive damages if show done with intent to cause monetary gm 
or other damage to claimant. Allows court to issue protective order to protect 3 
debtor or family from undue harassment, injury to person, property or character or 
reputation. 

Effective Oct. 1, 1980 and applicable to all actions initiated before 
that date. However, allows existing judgment that has not been renewed before 
effective date to be renewed for five years.

Outlines procedures permitting Board of Examiners to require continued medical 
examinations of disability pensioner and provides for modification of pension and 
restoration of pensioner to active service. Amends Sec. 12 to make fifth member 
of board of examiners a qualified voter of city knowledgeable in pension matters 
‘appointed to three-year terms by city council (now, fire dep't member). Provides 
that board of examiners may appeal any reversal of decision by board of trustees 
Eto city council.

introducer: taylor Sent to Agriculture 


"To restrict the ownershtp of agricultural lands in North Carolina by 
restdent and nonresident altens." Prohibits natural person who is not U.S. citizen 
Or permanent resident alien from acquiring interest in NC agricultural land 
(defined as parcels of at least five acres). Prohibits business entity from acquir- 
ing such land if 20% or more of any class of its stock or if 20% or more of "ultimate 
beneficial interest" held directly or indirectly by nonresident alien. Prohibition to 
apply to land acquired by devise, or inheritance; not applicable to land obtained in 
collection of debts, etc., if land disposed of within two years after acquisition of 
ownership. Exempts from bill's coverage citizens and subjects of foreign countries 
whose rights secured by treaty. Provides that prohibition applies if a lessee's 
interest is for over five years or is renewable at lessee's option for terms which 
may total five years. 

Prohibits resident alien from owning more than 100 acres of agricultural land 
in NC at any one time and business entities not meeting the 80% rule described above 
' from owning more than 1,000 acres. Prohibits anyone holding agricultural land as 
agent, trustee, or other fiduciary for alien, nonresident alien, or foreign business. 
Permits alien, nonresident alien, or foreign business to hold agricultural land 
'_necessary to nonfarm operation if land not used for farming except under lease to 
party not alien or foreign business and if declaration of intent filed within 60 
days of acquisition describing intended use of land, the owner's name, and a legal 
_ description of land acquired. 

Allows nonresident alien achieving resident status to acquire land (subject to 
100 and 1,000 acre limits) as long as he is resident; upon changing residence, must 
sell agricultural land within two years. If not sold by then, court may order 
sale. Allows Att'y General to initiate actions for violations in superior court; 
‘provides procedure for enforcing order. Exempts from bill's coverage land owned 
by non-resident aliens and foreign businnesses before bill's effective date; apparently 
requires those parties to file specified report with Comm'r of Agriculture within 60 
days of effective date of bill and annually before April 15 thereafter. Makes willful 
failure to register land a misdemeanor punishable by a fine, two years imprisonment 
or both. Each month of failure to register is separate offense.

rules to protect persons furnishing information to Board from reprisals. Complaints. 
Requires complaints concerning actual or potential conflicts of interest to contain 
Mame, address, telephone number, and signature of person making complaint. Directs 
Board to forward copy of investigation report to official responsible for making 
appointment of person investigated and to Governor. Board offices to be located in 
Dep't of Administration and to submit annual report to Governor on activities and 
general subject of ethics. Covered individuals. Subjects following persons to Board 
purisdiction: (1) Governor; (2) employees in Governor's office; (3) heads of princi- 
pal gov't dep'ts listed in BA (4) chief deputy or administrative assistant to each 
principal dep't head; (5) confidential assistants or secretaries to principal dep't 
heads; (6) members Se comm'ns, boards, etc. appointed by Governor that Board deter- 
mines performs other than advisory functions; (7) members of Board; (8) public 
policy-making employees designated under GS 126-5(d)(4) and their confidential 
‘secretaries; and (9) other employees of principal state dep'ts designated by Board to 
extend designation not in conflict with State Personnel Act. Prohibited conduct. 
Prohibits persons listed above from: (1) engaging in activity which by Board | 
definition interferes with discharge of person's official duties, or (2) soliciting 
ain official capacity any benefit for himself from another person under any circum- 
‘stances. Provides for exception to above prohibitions upon written application to 
Board and finding by Board that activity is not inconsistent with intent of Chapter 
and does not conflict with discharge of person's official duties. Statements of 
economic interest. Requires following persons to file statement of economic interest 
with Board: (1) Governor and heads of principal state departments listed in bill; 
(2) persons appointed by Governor and subject to Chapter as listed above; (3) persons 
subject to Chapter as listed above who have annual state gov't salary of $20,000 or 
more; (4) person subject to Chapter as listed above whose position Board determines 
is subject to "probability of undue influence"; and (5) members of Board. Provides 
economic interest statement to be filed before start of state service and between 
“April 15 and May 15 of each succeeding year. Economic interest statement must contain 
‘following information: (1) list of assets and liabilities of person filing and spouse 
‘which exceed valuation of $1,000, indicating whether valuation exceeds $5,000 but 
“specific valuation not required (list to include information specified in bill); (2) 
‘list of sources of income shown on most recent federal and state income tax returns 
of person and spouse indicating sources from which $5,000 or more was received; (3) 
categories of legal representation (cited in bill) from which practicing attorney 
or his firm has earned legal fees in excess of $5,000; (4) list of businesses with 
which person or spouse have been associated during past five years and specifying 
‘information cited in bill; (5) list of all gifts valued greater than $50 received 
during 12 months pieceding statement from sources other than relatives and list of all 






gifts valued greater than $25 from source doing business with or regulated by state; 
Authorizes Board upon written AO to delete any item from statement upon finding 
it of “highly personal nature", that it does not relate to person's duties or posi- 
tion, and does not create eel or potential conflict of interest. Provides that 
‘statements available for public inspection after evaluation by Board. Provides

"To requtre loan brokers to disclose pertinent information, file a bond, 
and otherwise to protect thetr customers."

Defines "loan broker' as person, firm, partnership or corporation who in 
return for consideration promises either to assist person in procuring loan from 
third party or to consider whether it will make loan. Requires broker 7 days before 
signing contract or receiving consideration (whichever first) to provide client with 
written document with cover sheet in 10 point type entitled "Disclosures Required by 
North Carolina Law''. Requires disclosure document to contain: (1) name of broker 
and other specified business information; (2) names, addresses and titles of all 
broker's officers, trustees, etc. and all NC employees; (3) length of time broker in 
business; (4) number of loan brokerage contracts in past 12 months and number when 
successful; (5) broker's financial statement not older than 13 months; (6) description 
of services broker will perform; (7) list of fund sources broker will investigate; 
(8) circumstances under which broker entitled to payment; and (9) statement that 
broker has secured a bond or established trust account. Requires that broker obtain 
surety bond or establish trust account at least equal to largest amount broker seeks 
to lend to or procure for single borrower; makes violation general misdemeanor. 
Requires broker to file copy of disclosure statement and proof of bond or trust 
account with Sec'y of State before advertising to borrowers, and to update filings 
annually; makes violation general misdemeanor. Requires loan brokerage contract to 
be in writing, signed by all parties, and one copy to borrower upon signing. Provides 
that if broker uses untrue or misleading statements in connection with contract, 
fails to comply with Art. or terms of contract, or fails to make diligent effort to 
obtain loan, then borrower may, upon written notice to broker, void contract, 
receive all sums paid to broker, and recover other damages including attorney's fees. 
Makes violation of Art. an unfair practice under GS 75-1.1. Art. applicable when- 
ever any contractual activity in NC. Effective July 1, 1979.

"To requtre poltetes containing coordination of benefits and nondupltcatton 
provistons to provide benefits at least to the extent of actual medical expenses 
tneurred." Adds new GS 58-251.6 to require policies of accident, health, or accident 
and health insurance under GS Ch. 58 (Insurance) and hospital, medical, or dental 
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service plans under GS Ch. 57 containing coordination of benefits, nonduplication, 
etc., decreasing benefits payable by amount paid on same loss under another policy to be 
interpreted as follows: secondarily liable insurer must (1) compute its policy 
benefits on assumption that no other insurer is liable for any part of loss, and 
(2) provide benefits for actual medical expenses to extent benefits should have been 
provided had there been no other insurance coverage in force. Requires primarily and 
secondarily liable insurers (1) to exchange information as to portion of actual medical 
expenses payable by each within five working days of request from other insurer, and 
(2) to determine claims and make appropriate payments within ten working days after 
receiving necessary claim forms and medical documentation. Provides that negligent 
delay by insurer which causes late payment or interest charge to be added to provider 
of services' charges to be direct responsibility of insurer causing delay. Effective 
for specified policies written or renewed after July 1, 1979. 


S 607 Workmen's comp claims-state worker APPROPRIATIONS, GS 97 
Introducer: Swain Sent to State Government 


"To establish the procedure for handling workmen's compensation claims of 
state employees." Adds new GS 97-7.1 to create State Employees' Workmen's Compensation 
Fund to be composed of annual assessments levied against each state agency in amount 
determined by Attorney General not to exceed rates for coverage of such employees by 
private insurance carriers. Provides each state agency to be notified about amount of 
assessment to be paid to Fund and requires payment within 30 days from notice or out of 
first funds available to agency if no funds available at that time ('delayed'" payments 
bear interest at rate of 6% per annum). Provides no assessment to be made by Fund 

and no money to be paid from Fund for special statutory benefits in lieu of workmen's 
compensation benefits. Gives Attorney General duty of representing state agencies 

in connection with claims asserted against them under Workmen's Compensation Act and 
authorizes settlement of claims upon agreement between employee and Att'y General under 
same terms as other settlements under GS Ch. 95. Requires annual report from State 
Treasurer to State Auditor, Att'y General, and General Assembly regarding status of 
Fund and detailed statement of assessments and earnings. Appropriates $2M from General 
Fund to Fund but requires reimbursement to General Fund of $1M when Fund reserves 

reach $1M and reimbursement of another $1M when Fund reserves reach $2M. Appropriates 
$147,000 from General Fund to Att'y General to be used to establish State Employees' 
Workmen's Fund Office charged with duties described above. Creates Advisory Board on 
State Employees' Workmen's Compensation to consist of Att'y General, Chairman of 
Industrial Comm'n, and State Budget Officer to consider matters relating to handling 
workmen's compensation for state employees. Exempts Highway Patrol from provisions of 
act. Appropriation to Att'y General effective July 1, 1979. Effective Jan. 1, 1980, for 
remaining provisions, but effective Jan. 1, 1982, for Division of Highways. 


S 608 Party tax check-off limit increased GS 105 
Introducer: Walker Sent to Finance 


"To ratse the maxtmum amount a party can receive under the campaign fund 


check-off." Amends GS 105-159.1(c) as title indicates. Raises maximum from $300,000 
to $600,000.

Requires that liming materials distribu- 
ted in state be labeled showing name and address of distributor, brand name "truly 
descriptive of the material", net weight of material, minimum percentages of calcium 
and magnesium, calcium carbonate equivalent, and minimum percent by weight passing 
through US standard sieves. Requires that landplaster sold in state be labeled 
showing name and address of manufacturer or distributor, brand name, net weight, and 
analysis showing minimum percentage of calcium sulfate. Provides that each "product" 
(apparently meaning liming or landplaster) to be registered yearly with Comm'r of 
Agriculture before distribution; sets fee (apparently intended to be $25 for first 
product registered and $5 for each other product). Manufacturer or registrant to 
pay tonnage fees of ten cents per ton to Dep't of Agriculture for registered materials. 
Distributor of materials must apply for permit to report materials sold and pay tonnage 
fees; permit granted if applicant agrees to keep records and allow Comm'r to examine. 
Registrant to report amount sold and pay tonnage fees quarterly; penalties provided 
for late report. Requires Comm'r to inspect, sample, and inspect liming materials 
and landplaster distributed within state; authorizes Comm'r to enter any public 

or private premises or carriers during regular business hours for testing of 
materials and inspection of distribution records. Requires refund to consumer of 
three times sales price for liming materials deficient by 54 or more of guaranteed 
component amount and landplaster deficient by 1% or more. Authorizes Comm'r to issue 
stop sale order when finds liming material or landplaster in violation of act. 
Violation of Art. or regulations made misdemeanor punishable by $200-$1000 fine.

source other than city directories, telephone book, tax listing used to select 
names; and no more than 10 per cent of those considered are selected.

Provides that 
if underground utility is damaged by any person who has failed to make reasonable 
‘efforts as provided under Art., such person liable to operator for all losses sustained 
‘including entire cost of repair and disruption of service. Provides that any person 
who fails to give notice to utility operator or ass'n when having knowledge of 
existence of underground utilities in area is subject to civil penalty not over 
m1,000 per violation.

"To create a North Carolina Board of Athletic Tratners." Adds new Art. 24 


to GS Ch. 90 as title indicates. Creates cited Board to be composed of five members 
appointed by Governor to serve staggered four-year terms, including one licensed 
medical doctor, one layman and three athletic trainers. Director of Sports Medicine 
Division of Department of Public Instruction to serve ex officio. "Athletic trainer" 
(defined in bill) members to be chosen from lists submitted by NC Society of Certi- 
fied Athletic Trainers, and doctor to be chosen from list submitted by NC State 
Medical Society Committee on the Medical Aspects of Sports. No member may serve 

more than two successive four-year terms. Board to elect member as Chairman. Board 
to pass on qualifications of applicants for licensure and discipline licensees in 
Board's discretion. Board may make rules necessary for performance of duties and 
may prescribe reasonable fees not over $100 per year for applications for examination 
and for licensure certificates. Licensed person must possess one of qualifications 
listed in bill but active athletic trainer on effective date must be licensed if 
submits proof of experience and credentials for prior 12 months and pays fee. Board 
may refuse to issue or may suspend license for reasons set out in bill. Licenses 
expire annually from date of issuance and to be renewed through procedures established 
by Board. Prohibits person from practicing or teaching atletic training in NC 

unless licensed. Prohibits person from engaging in the private practice of athletic 
training open to the public for a fee. Violation of article made misdemeanor punish- 
able by maximum two years imprisonment, fine, or both. Effective July 1, 1979.

wage requirements (originally, exempt only from overtime and record keeping) and 
that government not required to pay minimum wage to persons employed in seasonal 
recreation program; (14) exempts child care workers from overtime and record keeping; | 
(15) specifies that Comm'r may determine whether employer is covered by Act; (16) 
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provides that Comm'r may not prescribe records for state or local gov't; (17) 
transfers duty to enforce act to State Employment Standards Division and renames 
this agency as Wage and Hour Division (originally, created new agency); (18) reduces 
fine for violation from up to $500 to up to $250 and reduces imprisonment from up to 
one year to up to six months; and (19) requires Comm're to exhaust administrative 
remedies before initiating action for recovery of unpaid wages.

SUMMARY OF SENATE APPROPRIATIONS COMMITTEE RECOMMENDATIONS FOR 1979-81 BUDGET 


The Senate today adopted a committee substitute for S 124 and S 125, the state 
current operations and capital improvements budgets for 1979-81. The original budget ~ 
proposals of the Advisory Budget Commission and the Governor are summarized in Bulle- 
tin No. 8, p. 90. With some minor exceptions, the committee substitute adopted those 
proposals. In addition, the committee substitute appropriates an additional $95 
million in 1979-80 and $57 million in 1980-81 for supplemental requests and additional 
compensation for teachers and state employees. The money for these additional requests 
comes from several sources, including the portion of the tax relief reserve that is 
not used in the first year of the biennium (the reserve is $40 million in each year and) 
the tax package summarized in yesterday's Bulletin will cost $21.3 million in 1979-80 © 
and $56.9 million in 80-81), approximately $10 million in reductions in the proposed 
budget in each year, reversions from this fiscal year, and increases in revenue 
estimates (over the Governor's estimates) of $35 million in 79-80 and $55 million in 
80-81. 

The total state budget for 1979-80 is $5 billion, and for 80-81 the budget is $5.1 
billion. Of these amounts, the General Fund will produce $2.84 billion and $2.91 billi 
while the Highway Fund totals are $499 million and $498 million. The rest of the expec 
revenues will come from federal funds, receipts, and reversions. The growth rates 
used to estimate General Fund Revenues are a 10% increase in -7/9-80 over the previous 
year and an 11.3% rate in 80-81 over the 79-80. For the Highway Fund the estimates are

(Now, GS 150A-2(1) exempts county and city boards of education from APA.) (2) GS 115C-3 
makes public records chapter (GS Ch. 132) apply to new chapter.

Consequently, the tenure act definition, which 
defines teacher to include principals, supervisors, librarians, counselors, psychologists, 
social workers, and others for the purpose of conferring tenure, is now applied to the 
word teacher in all other places in the proposed new chapter, resulting in many policy 
changes to the existing statutes. Other, apparently less significant, changes include: 
(1) Omission of a few provisions dealing with district committees; e.g., statement in 
GS 115-8 that "(t]he governing board of the school district is 'the . . . district 
committee.'" (2) Adds new GS 115C-9 codifying state constitutional and statutory 
provision on the election and filling a vacancy of a State Superintendent. (3) Deletes 
from GS 115-17(1)(e) controller duty, under direction of State Board, over "vocational 
rehabilitation funds." (4) Repeated provisions; e.g., State Board authority to employ 
controller. (5) GS 115-11(4)(a), which describes division of functions between State 
Board and State Superintendent, is moved to new GS 115C-12(5) on powers and duties of 
State Superintendent. It provides that State Superintendent is the administrative head 
of public school system for all non-fiscal affairs. (Art. IX, Sec. 5, of NC Constitution 
states that State Board "shall supervise and administer the free public school system" 

' and Art. IX, Sec. 4(2) states that State Superintendent "shall be the secretary and 
chief administrative officer of State Board.") 

New Chapter 115C generally rearranges sections often into more logical place- 
ment for subject matter covered, but sometimes not. For example, GS 115- 59--allocation 
by State Board of teachers hee on class size--now placed in article on teachers rather 
than in article on State Board power. Reorganization reduces subchapters in present 
Chapter 115 from 13 to 10 and reduces separate articles from 56 to 41. For example, 
present subchapter XIII on special education with seven articles is made one article 

with 13 parts in a new Subchapter IV. Also rearranges definition sections to combine 
Bis cne in a general definitions section of Subchapter Il (General Provisions) while others 
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remain in the subchapters containing the substantive law. Combines several existing 
sections into one; e.g., sections on school district committees. Punctuation and verb. 
form changes in some sections without apparent change in meaning. Catch titles added © 
or changed in some sections. Transfers fiscal and some other powers listed for State 
Board in GS 115-11 to separate article on financial powers of State Board. Reorganizes 
powers of State Superintendent. Appears to have incorporated all 1979 amendments to Chz 
ter 115 into new chapter. Adopts new subchapter on personnel with former statutory 
sections and parts of sections pulled together into separate parts on superintendents, ~ 
principals and supervisors, teachers, and other employees. Many new cross references ~ 
added. There was insufficient time to verify that all provisions of current Chapter 11 
have been incorporated verbatim into proposed Chapter 115C,.
